This will be the third Imperial team 
to tour Canada under the sponsorship 
-of the’ N.F.C.U.S., other tours having 
been made in 1930 and 1932. 

Debating teams have also visited 
Canada in 1924 and 1926, and it was 
the success which greeted them which 
encouraged the N.F.C.U.S. to under- 
take to sponsor these last three tours. 
Those speakers who have represented 
the visiting teams in the past have, 
since their return to the Old Country, 
distinguished themselves in their na- 
tion’s public life. Nor will this year’s 
team prove any exception. 

British Team 

This year’s team consists of Leslie 
Jackson, of Cambridge, and Robertson 
‘Crichton, of Oxford. 

Even before entering the University 
of Oxford, Mr. Crichton had given 
promise as a dramatist and a debater; 
and his subsequent career has borne 
out all that early promise. At Oxford, 
besides taking part in dramatic pro- 
‘ductions, he has been secretary and 
treasurer of the Oxford Union, an 
officer of the Conservative Association, 
Editor of the Isis, the Oxford under- 
graduate journal, and President of the 
Balliol Law More Society. 

Though politically he is a Conserva- 
tive, he is definitely “left wing,” and 
recently assisted in bringing forward 
an anti-militaristic revolution at the 
Conservative Party Conference. 

‘Mr. Crichton is a Scotchman, and 
never allows himself to forget it, al- 
though he is bound for the English bar. 

Leslie P. Jackson was born in Cape 
Town. His early interest tended more 
toward dramatics than toward debat- 
_ ing, but after two years at Cambridge 
he returned to debating and has de- 
bated there regularly ever since. 

Mr. Jackson is keenly interested in 
the League of Nations, and was chair- 
man of a commission at the British and 
Dominion Students’ Conference at 
Geneva in 1933, was secretary and sub- 
sequently chairman of the Cambridge 
University Branch of the League of 
Nations Union, and a member of the 
Executive Committee of the British 
Universities League of Nations Socie- 
ties. He was also first President of 
the Cambridge University Labour Club.

CHEM CLUB ENJOYS 
DEMONSTRATION 


Mr. C. S. Miller, in addressing the 
Chemical Society on Wednesday, Nov. 
2ist, in M-142, on the subject of 
“Chemiluminescence,” prefaced his re- 
marks with the rather startling state- 
ment that in as far as he could dis- 
cover, no one as yet has defined 
“Chemiluminescence.” But as Mr. 
Miller so convincingly pointed out, 
even though little theoretically is 
known of the subject, there is on re- 
cord an almost endless series of ex- 
periments in which this phenomenon 
has been observed. 

In order that one might at the out- 
set get some idea of what it was all 
about, Mr. Miller stated that the glow- 
ing of phosphorescent wood, which can 
be observed after dark in forests, or 
the glow which is emitted by fire-flies 
or glow worms, is as good an example 
of chemiluminescence as may be seen 
in nature. Before demonstrating by 
experiment some of these “effects,” 
Mr. Miller pointed out several em- 
pirical rules which seem to govern 
their occurrence. These may be sum- 
med up as follows: (1) Speed of re- 
action is not necessarily a factor of 
brightness; (2) temperature of the re- 
actants is not a factor of brightness; 
(3) the nature of the solvent in which 
the reaction is carried out affects only 
the intensity of lumination and not the 
color; (4) nature of the oxidizing agent 
affects the color; (5) for any given 
luminescence series such as “Grignard” 
compounds, the luminescence increases 
with an increase in molecular weight; 
4(6) all chemiluminescent reactions 
are oxidations; (7) when a reaction is 
sensitive to light, the light to which it 
is most sensitive is of the same wave 
iength as the light produced when it 
luminesces; (8) the only colors which 
have as yet been observed are biue, 
green and yellow. 

With the foregoing rather technical 
statements as a basis of discussion, Mr. 
Miller outlined the chemistry involved 
in the preparation of the reagents 
necessary to produce chemilumines- 
cence in the laboratory; and then pro- 
ceeded to demonstrate. The experi- 
ments which Mr. Miller performed 
were to say the least “spectacular,” 
and tended to give one a feeling of 
eerie satisfaction. 

The Speaker concluded by stating 
that the exact explanation of the 
‘phenomenon on the basis of the “quan- 
tum theory” has not yet been made 
available, but that in the light of such 
varied and extensive investigation as 
is being carried out in various parts 
of the world at the present time, an 
explanation should .be forthcoming 
very shortly. f

that the lesser causes were nearly as 
prevalent in times of plenty as they 
were in eras of depression, and could 
not be considered as more than condi- 
tions which intensified our present 
economic trouble. 

Comparing our production and dis- 
tribution systems to a pool into which 
flowed all articles of human necessity, 
and tapped by a stream that filled 
each man’s purse, Mr. Roper showed 
how impossible it was for our popula- 
tion to secure for their use all the 
produce gathered, consequently leaving 
a surplus. Treatments in the past to 
lower the level of this pool of surplus 
produce had been, first, the borrowing 
by the government for the extension 
of the country’s program of construc- 
tion and education; secondly, it had 
been used to forward a war or during 
war times. Foreign trade is often sug- 
gested as a remedy to reduce the bur- 
den of a surplus, but by this we merely 
exchange goods, adding nearly as much 
as is taken out. 


Every man instinctively tries to pre- 
serve his private property, and while 
socialism respects this instinct, the 
present system does not. Socialism is 
fought with a phrase, “Private owner- 
ship is the only sphere in which initia- 
tive and freedom can be exercised,” 
but how many people under our pres- 
ent system of private ownership are 
absolutely free to exercise their initia- 
tive for creation or the improving of 
their standards of living? Socailism, 
on the other hanr, gave absolute free- 
dom to private interests in the matter 
of production, only in the business of 
distribution and of accumulation would 
the government interfere, and only 
then with the purpose of creating ad- 
ditional wealth and leisure for the 
benefit of all people. Socialism was 
the positive aspect of liberty, while the 
capitalistic system offered only the 
negative.

With illustrations the speaker proved, 


human nature are the drawbacks in 
the development of the socialistic state, 
said Mr. Roper. The human mind is 
such that it must always try to get the 
larger share at the expense of some 
one with less ability or capital. The 
present policy of marketing and pro- 
duction gave all to few, but socialism 
offered all to all. s

audience to consider his arguments 
with the open mind of an educated 
person, not with the prejudiced one of

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IDLE CRITICISMS OF. THE UNIVERSITY 


The time has undoubtedly come for a clarification 
of the position of the universities in the life of the 
nation. The idea apparently lingers in the minds of 
some people that the universities are merely instru- 
* mentalities for the inculcation in the minds of students 

of fixed patterns of thought in accordance with tradi- 

tionally accepted viewpoints. Not long since the charge 
was made against the professors of the University of 

Alberta that their teachings were anti-Christian. More 
' recently we read that the professors of the University of 

British Columbia have been berated for teaching the 

principles of Communism to their students. 


It has been pointed out many times that the purpose 
of the university is to promote discussion, thought and re- 
search in order to facilitate the endless search for truth, 
and to arrive at a better and fuller understanding of man 
and nature. It seems, however, that some people (and 
not necessarily the uneducated) either will not or cannot 
recognize the simple necessity of this policy and purpose. 
And if that purpose is to be at all approximated, it is 
essential that every possible point of view—communistic 
or capitalistic, Christian or un-Christian, orthodox or 
radical, new or old—be clearly and dispassionately pre- 
sented and discussed by professors and students. 


The facile complacency with which these critics of 
teaching in the university arrogate unto themselves the 
omniscient power of knowing infallibly which schools of 
thought or attitudes of mind are true and which are 
false, which are good and which are bad, is irritating in 
the extreme. Their usual practice is to take on particular 
and isolated expression of thought which happens to be 
‘contrary to their éwn, dissociate it from the whole field 
of knowledge and learning, stamp it as a distinguishing 
feature of the entire teaching staff, and condemn the pro- 
fessors, the students and the university accordingly. 
Such practices and the people who indulge in them—the 
people who so unquestionably know what is good or bad 
for others and who seek to enforce their own narrow 
outlooks on others—are not only disheartening, but are 
dangerous hindrances to the development and propaga- 
tion of knowledge. 


We students of the university are heartily sick of the 
practice of making universities, their teaching staffs and 
their students the convenient scape-goats for a dissatis- 
fied world. The universities are perhaps the only sources 
of clear thinking and of patient seeking after proper 
balance and truth in this unbalanced and troubled world. 
We can earnestly wish that the older generation, whom, 
by their own admission, we can thank for having gotten 
the world into the mess in which we now find it, would 
have the good grace to look to their own failings and 
failure, and the good sense to quit their idle criticisms 
of professors and students. 


Time and again have we students been told that we 
' will be the men and women, the leaders of tomorrow. 
We have been told ad nauseam that upon us will fall the 
burden of improving the sorry state of the world, and 
that we must prepare ourselves for shouldering that 
responsibility. If the older generation would quit ham- 
pering us with their outworm dogmas and their frivolous 
criticisms of our studies, our thoughts and our teachers, 
we might just possibly find some means of extricating 
humanity from its present predicament. 

These critics of the university are members of that 
culpable older generation that plunged us into the war 
and made cannon-fodder out of us, and more recently 
have bogged us in the mire of economic depression. We 
ask them merely to leave us alone and let us work out 
our own salvation.

HOCKEY PREDICTIONS
